W A S “OLD GLORY” 
INSULTED? 


Po lice Say It Was; Strikers Deny and 
Accuse the Officers.

San Juan, Po rto Rico . April 19 .—Six 
meetings o f strikers were held simul­ 
taneo usly In tlie Po nce district.

and trampled. They attem pted to make 
arrests and a rio t fo llo wed. The cro wd 
attacked tty* ix ilio e, clubs and revo lv­ 
ers were used and mang perso ns were 
wo unded, including three o f the po lice. 
A lieutenant o f po lice received a scalp 
wo und fro m a machette. 
A fter

number o f arrests had been made o r­ 
der was resto red, tho ugh with great 
difficulty. 
Abo ut 4.000 strikers attend­ 
ed ano ther meeting o n the plaza at 
Po nce.

situatio n became decidedly alarming, 
but the firing bro ught reinfo rcements 
o f po lice and o rder was partly resto red. 
An 
attem pt to rescue 
the arrested 
strikers while they were o n their way 
to Jail pro vo ked ano ther disturbance, 
in which many mo re perso ns were in­ 
jured, tho ugh no t serio usly. The Fed­ 
eratio n o rato rs are bitter in their de­ 
nunciatio n o f the po litical parties 
o f 
Po rto Rico and accuse the po lice o f In­ 
citing the strikers to rio t. 


D id N o t In .n it O ld O lo ry . 
President Sanchez, and Sto rer, the 
American Federatio n leader, will fur­ 
nish hail fo r strikers who are unable 
to secure bo ndsmen. The strikers have 
anno unced their intentio n o f ho lding 
ano ther mass meeting at Po nce and 
the po lice have been o rdered no t to 
perm it any further disturbances. 
In 
an interview President Sanchez said 
the United States flag was no t insulted 
o r to rn when the po lice dispersed the 
Po nce gathering. 
He alleges that a 
fight between ro wdies caused the rio t, 
but labo rers fro m o ther cities assert 
that the po lice are engaged in a co n­ 
spiracy 
against the strikers.
